Enormous flocks of tame ducks, num­ 
bering many thousands, are to be seen 
on ail the waterways of China. Those 
are carefully 
lit‘rd od 
by 
the duck 
farmer and his sons and guided by 
them to suitable feeding grounds. 
A 
recent writer speaks of seeing them 
on the Yangtse in midstream, floating 
down in compact masses with the rac­ 
ing current and surrounded by their 
guardians in tubs. who, armed with 
long bamboos, smartly whacked any 
birds that happened to stray. 
Those ducks always appear to be of 
the same age. a curious fact that is ex­ 
plained by the Chinese use of incuba­ 
tors on a large scale. 
They are very 
diary about revealing details, but it 
would appear that these incubators art 
either made of manure and lime in tile 
open ai}* or in rooms heated by char­ 
coal fires, the eggs in this case being 
placed iii baskets covered with straw 
or cotton wool.

Rais­ 
ed to white heat by friction with the 
air, owing to their immense velocity, 
which averages thirty-five miles a sec­ 
ond, they become luminous and often 
leave a trail of light.

swarms of these bodies revolve around 
the sun in elliptic orbits, which are 
periodically encountered by the earth. 
Such are the Lyrids (April 19-22), the 
Leonids (Nov. 14-10) and Andromedids 
(Nov. 23-24), so called because they 
seem to radiate from a point within 
Hie constellations after which they are 
respectively na mod. 
It is computed that no fewer than 
twenty millions of these bodies enter 
the earth’s atmosphere daily, each one 
of which, under favorable conditions, 
would be distinctly visible.

ally they reach the earth in solid form, 
but showing signs of recent fusion of 
an outer layer. 
They vary in weight 
from some hundreds of pounds to a 
single grain. 
Their principal chemical 
constituents are iron, magnesium, sili­ 
con, oxygen, nickel and cobalt.

At the present time there is no baas 
hatchery in the state.

matter say that no matter what tho 
expenditure necessary a hatchery should 
be established to prevent 
Minnesota 
waters becoming entirely depopulated 
of I he Ii de 


“ It would certainly he a good tiling to 
have the proposed hatchery started," 
said a prominent official. 
“ Black bass 
are growing very scarce in the rivers 
and lakes which arc easily gotten at. 
Of course there remain dozens of little 
lakes in the forests of Northern Minne 
nota where good bass fishing may yet be 
had, hut unless additional measurers 
ar** taken for the protection and pro 
legation <>f liass.it will lie only a matter 
of time, with lie* rapid manner in which 
this section of tin* country is being set­ 
tled up. before the I,ass here becomes 
as good as extinct. 
“ This is just what has already hap­ 
pened in many places. 


“ I understand that bass fishing is get 
ting worse each year in the vicinity of 
Deerwood also. 
It is the same with all 
such places which arc easily accessible 
b< city people. 


“ Besides restocking such waters, if 
we had the hatchery, or other streams 
ami lakes might im stocked with the 
bass. 
A 
number of our north shore 
streams are hardly adapted for bass,but 
there are places enough when* the fish 
would flourish. 
There appears to bo a 
popular opinion that bass fishing is to 
be had along the north shore of Lake 
Superior, in the near vicinity of Duluth. 
T his is not the cine, however. Tho 
streams in question are best adapted 
to trout. 


“ I understand that a fish hatchery is 
to be established at St. Paul, but I 
have not heard that attention will be 
paid there to the propogation of bass. 
“ It is now allowable to catch any 
variety of bass from M ay .'IO to March 
I. 
Those advocating a change of season 
would have it last from Ju ly I to Sep ­ 
tember or October. 
This, I think, would 
be no more than reasonable, until the 
bass become plentiful again, at least. 
It is pretty cold in the spring up in this 
country, and the bass do not spawn un 
til along in Ju n e. 
Fish w ith roe in 
them are being caught at Deerwood 
every day now. 


“ The early opening of the season w as 
fixed for the benefit of enthusiasts from 
Southern Minnesota more than any one 
else. 
The object was to make it lawful 
to go after bass on Decoration day. 
I 
agree with the fishermen in their claim, 
that this date is entirely too early. 
“ The exponents of the shorter season 
argue that w ith the opening of the 
hunting season in September all inter­ 
est is lost in fishing, and that the sea­ 
son for ba.ss might batter close Sept. I, 
than the follow ing M arch.”

FOR DEERWOOD 


Prominent Fishermen Throughout 


Northern Part of the State 


are Interested in Matter 


NO BASS HATCHERY AT PRESENT 


Stated that Black Bass are Grow­ 


ing Very Scarce in Many of 


the Lakes 


Prominent fishermen, especially at Du 
loth want a state black bass hatchery 
established somewhere in Minnesota, 
preferable 
at 
Deerwood. They 
also 
want the bass fishing season shortened, 
giving as their reason the fact thnt 
black bass do not spawn until late, and 
that by allowing people to anglo for 
these gamy members of the finny tribe 
from May 30 on, the more accessible of 
the Northern Minnesota streams and 
lakes are becoming rapidly cleaned of 
the fish. 
At the present time there is no bass 
hatchery in the state. 
One can be con 
strweted only at great expense, but the 
Duluth men who are interested in the 
matter say that no matter what the 
expenditure necessary a hatchery should 
he established to prevent Minnesota 
waters becoming entirely depopulated 
of the fish. 
“ It would certainly be a good thing to 
have tho proposed hatchery started,” 
said a prominent official. “ Black bass 
are growing very scarce in the rivers 
and lakes which art' easily gotten at. 
Of course there remain dozens of little 
lakes in the forests of Northern Minne­ 
sota where good bass fishing may yet be 
had, but unless additional measurers 
are taken for the protection and pro 
pogation of bass, it will be only a matter 
of time, with the rapid manner in which 
this section of the country is being set­ 
tled up, before the bass here becomes 
as good as extinct. 
“This is just what has already hap­ 
pened in many places. 
“ I understand that bass fishing is get 
ting worse each year in the vicinity of 
Deerwood also. 
It is the same with all 
such places which are easily accessible 
to city people. 
“ Besides restocking such waters, if 
we had the hatchery, or other streams 
and lakes might be stocked with the 
bass. 
A number of our north shore 
streams are hardly adapted for bass, but 
there are places enough where the fish 
would flourish. 
There appears to bo a 
popular opinion that bass fishing is to 
be had along the north shore of Lake 
Superior, in the near vicinity of Duluth. 
This is not the case, however. The 
streams in question are best adapted 
to trout. 
“ I understand that a fish hatchery is 
to be established at St. Paul, but I 
have not heard that attention will be 
paid there to the propogation of bass. 
“ It is now allowable to catch any 
variety of bass from May 30 to March 
I. Those advocating a change of season 
would have it last from Ju ly I to Sep­ 
tember or October. This, I think, would 
be no more than reasonable, until the 
bass become plentiful again, at least. 
It is pretty cold in the spring up in this 
country, and tho bass do not spawn un­ 
til along in June. 
Fish with roe in 
them are being caught at Deerwood 
every day now. 
“The early opening of the season was 
fixed for the benefit of enthusiasts from 
Southern Minnesota more than any one 
else. 
The object was to make it lawful 
to go after bass on Decoration day. 
I 
agree with the fishermen in their claim, 
that this date is entirely too early. 
“The exponents of the shorter season 
argue that with the opening of the 
hunting season in September all inter­ 
est is lost in fishing, and that the sea­ 
son for bass might better close Sept. I, 
than the following March.”

PANAMA CANAL R O U T E W ORK 


Carl Ciraitftkr Snjm M a c h in e ry Will 
lh* I 
to S a w I,ti hor. 
Carl Rwnld Grunsky of San Francis 
co, member of the Panama canal coin- 
mission, which recently arrived a t New 
York from the isthmus, th us described 
j to a New York Tribune reporter tho 
visit of tin* commission to the isthmus: 
“ It was simply a tour of inspection 
that caeli of the members of the com­ 
mission might become familiar with 
the physical conditions of the canal 
route. It should be understood th a t tin* 
route of the French canal is scarred all 
the 
way 
across 
tin* 
isthmus, 
and, 
though there is a growth of green over 
many stretches that have been long 
neglected, the pioneer work, th at of re­ 
moving the primeval tangle of tropical 
growth, has bein necomplished. 
“By reason of the tact that the rail­ 
road parallels the canal route it was 
possible to traverse much of the course 
by sticking to the railroad. Side trips 
of exploration of streams w ere made 
In canoes, aud at times all th e mem­ 
bers of the commission walked. 
“ Probably six to seven hundred men 
art* at work, chiefly en the Ctilebra cut, 
where all that is done will count for 
progress, w hatever plan as to the level 
of the canal summit may be adopted 
by the commission. 
I was agreeably 
surprised by tin* climate and indica­ 
tions as to healthfulness. 
Tin.* sun’s 
rays are now nearly vertical on the 
Isthmus, but the heat w as not oppres­ 
sive. There is very little sickness, and 
when proper plans are perfected for 
tin* disposition of debris, sanitation 
and pure water supply I believe the 
work on tin* canal can be prosecuted 
with a very low mortality. Of course 
the conditions cannot be so favorable 
as in a more northern latitude, and for 
that reason uiuloubtodly contractors or 
the commission will employ till the m a ­ 
chinery that can be m ade effective and 
reduce the number of men to the mini­ 
mum. 
“The work on the canal will begin as 
quickly a* possible and will bo pushed 
at all seasons of the year, though of 
course the dry season will permit the 
largest 
measure of accomplishment. 
Construction work involving the con­ 
trol of tilt* Chngros river m ay be un­ 
avoidably suspended during the wet 
season.”

Seoul, the capital of Korea, is a 
Willied city of nearly a q u a rte r of a 
million inhabitants, about a third of 
whom live in extensive e x tra mural 
suburbs, says IL G. Punting in H a r ­ 
per's Weekly. The wall is pierced by 
eight g atew ays of massive stone, each 
with a pagoda shaped tower of one of 
two stories above it. 
The nearest of 
these to the railway station is the west 
gat/*, “ the Gate of Bright Amiability,” 
and it is by this portal t h a t almost ev­ 
ery visitor enters the capital of the 
H erm it Kingdom. 
The na m e of the 
city, by the way, is pronounced pre­ 
cisely as we would pronounce the fe­ 
male pig, with an I added 
i. e., Kowl. 
I 
have never heard a Korean pro 
nounee the name in any other way. 
The word means “capital,” nothing 
more. But if there is small beauty or 
originality about the name of the city 
thoro is great beauty In its location, 
for anything more strikingly pictur­ 
esque th an the site of tile Korean me­ 
tropolis would Indeed be difficult to 
find. The city stands in a little valley 
almost surrounded by rugged, corru­ 
gated peaks. 
I Ugli along the top of 
this mountain ridge runs th e city wall. 
Deep into the gullies it dips, rising 
now’ and again to scale the steepest 
slopes and crown the sum m its of the 
loftiest'pinnacles. I noi<»**<i u mini this 
snakelike barrier is such a strange 
contrast bet.ween wretched hovels and 
splendid palaces, purposeless loafers 
and hurrying crowds, broad streets 
and labyrinthine alleys, spotless clean­ 
liness and unspeakable filth, as I doubt 
could be equaled elsewhere on earth. 
Along several of the main streets are 
trolley lilies, and every few minutes a 
modern American electric car whirls 
past us, well patronized with Koreans, 
both men and women. 
Seoul of the past Is fast becoming 
extinct. A modern red brick building, 
headquarters of an electric company, 
rises in the center of the town, and 
from its tower stately churches and 
legation buildings eau be seen tower­ 
ing above the squat houses of the na­ 
tives.
